The three largest countries in the West 
Indies are Cuba, the Dominican Republic and Haiti. Some of the smaller islands 
of the West Indies have ties with England, France, the Netherlands or the United 
States. 

1. Alaska 

Alaska was a territory of the United States until 1959, when it became the 
forty-ninth state. Three important cities are Anchorage, Fairbanks and Juneau. 
English is spoken in Alaska. 

2. Canada 

Canada is the largest country in area on the North American continent. 
Although it is a member of the British Commonwealth of Nations, Canada is a 
completely independent country. It is divided into ten provinces and two terri- 
tories. Ottawa is the capital city, but Montreal, Toronto, Vancouver, Winnipeg 
and Hamilton all have larger populations than the capital. Although most 
Canadians speak English, almost one third of the population speaks French. 
Most French-speaking Canadians live in the province of Quebec. There are also 
large groups of Indians and Eskimos in Canada. 


3. The United States 


The United States is the second largest North American country in size, and 
the first in population. It is divided into 50 states (including Alaska and Hawaii). 
Washington, D. C., is the capital. The ten largest cities (in approximate order of 
population) are: New York, New York; Los Angeles, Califomia; Chicago, Illi - 
nois; Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; Detroit, Michigan; San Francisco, California ; 
Boston, Massachusetts; Washington, D. C.; Baltimore, Maryland and Cleveland, 
Ohio. Most people in the United States speak English, but many speak Spanish also.

UNIT THREE; WANT, ASK, TELL, ADVISE, INVITE 
A. Affirmative sentences 
1. WANT, ASK, TELL, ADVISE and INVITE are often used as principal 
verbs in English in which the complement consists of the following

Examples: The Allens often INVITE me to bave lunch with them.

UNIT FOUR: ASK, TELL, ADIVSE

+ TO +VERB. 
Example: Susan TOLD George NOT to call her at the office. 
B. The verb LET 
1. LET is used very frequently in spoken English to express the same 
idea as the verbs permit and allow. The word order of the complement 
that follows LET is the same pattern as we discussed in UNIT THREE, 
except the word TO is omitted before the simple form of the verb. 


Example: My brother often LETS me use his car. 


UNIT FIVE: WANT, ASK, TELL, ADVISE, INVITE and LET 
A. Questions with interrogative words 
1. The formation of questions with interrogative words with these verbs 
is the same as with other verbs in English. The complement that is 
used after WANT, ASK, TELL, ADVISE, INVITE, and LET in ques- 
tions with interrogative words is the same as that used in sentences 
and simple questions. (See UNITS THREE and FOUR.) 
Examples: WHAT TIME DO you WANT me é0 pick you up tonight? 
WHY DID the teacher TELL ws NOT to speak Spanish in 
class? 
WHO ADVISED your sister té study here? 
(Who did you ADVISE to study here? - I ADVISED my 
sister to study here.) 
WHEN DO the Taylors LET thetr children watch T V ? 


UNIT SIX: Word Study I 
A. BIRTH and DEATH (sacimiento y muerte) 

1. The word BORN (sacédo) is a past participle. I¢ is almost always 
used with some tense (usually the past) of the verb BE- The auxiliary 
verbs DO, DOES and DID are never used with this expression. 
Example: The Craigs’ first child WAS BORN in Canada.

Example: Edgar Allen Poe DIED in 1849.

WEDDING 
refers only to the ceremony. 

Examples: Irene Stewart was a nurse before her MARRIAGE.

2. MARRY (ca@sa@rse con) is a regular verb. 
Example: Doris MARRIED a European. 
NOTE: In English the preposition WITH is never used after the verb 
MARRY. 

3. MARRIED (casado, casados, casada, casadas) is generally used with 

the verb BE. 
Example: IS Frank Tucker MARRIED? 
No, he’s single. 

4. GET MARRIED (c4sarse) is a verb. 

Example: Bill and Dorothy GOT MARRIED last week, 


UNIT SEVEN: HOW LONG AGO, HOW LONG, HOW LATE 


1. Questions WITH HOW LONG AGO (;Cudnto tiempo bace?) are formed 
with the past tense of the verb. They are usually answered with a past 
tense verb and a time expression with the word AGO (five years ago, 
six months ago, two days ago, etc.). 

Example: a) HOW LONG AGO DID you FINISH primary school? 
I FINISHED primary school TEN YEARS AGO. 
b) HOW LONG AGO WERE the Olsens in Mexico? 
They WERE in Mexico SIX MONTHS AGO. 

2. Questions with HOW LONG (,Cudnio tiempo?) ask about the duration of 
time. These questions may be in any tense. Questions with HOW LONG 
can be answered with FOR (durante), FROM TO (de + a+), 
or UNTIL (basta) in affirmative sentences. 

Examples: HOW LONG do you usually study at night? 
I usually study FOR an hour. 
or 
I usually study FROM 8 o’clock TO 9 o’clock. 
or 
I usually study UNTIL 9 o’clock. 
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NOTE; The word FOR is sometimes omitted in spoken English. 
Example: I slept eight hours last night. 
3- Questions with HOW LATE (,Hasta qud borap o ;Qué tan tarde?) ask 
questions about the termination of an activity. 
Example: HOW LATE did you stay up last night? 
I stayed up UNTIL midnight. 
UNIT EIGHT: Review of Verb Tenses, Questions with Interrogative Words, Pos- 
sessives and General Questions 
UNIT NINE: HAVE TO 
1. The auxiliary verb HAVE TO (tener que) is used with the simple form 
of another verb. This verb is generally used in affirmative, negative and 
imerrogative sentences in all tenses except the progressive tenses. 
Examples: a) Mr. Warren HAS TO WORK overtime almost every night. 
b) I DIDN’T HAVE TO GET UP early yesterday morning. 
c) ARE you GOING TO HAVE TO LEAVE class early today? 
2. In spoken English HAVE TO is sometimes used in the present tense to 
express a future idea. 
Example: I HAVE TO GO to the dentist tomorrow. 
3. In simple questions and negative sentences in the present and past 
tenses, the auxiliary verbs DO, DOES aad DID are always used with 
HAVE TO. 
Example: DO you HAVE TO BE at your office early every mornin g? 
No, I DON’T HAVE TO BE there very early. 
UNIT TEN: HAVE TO 
A. Questions with interrogatuve words 
1. The formation of questions with interrogative words with HAVE TO is 
the same as with other verbs. 
Example: My boss HAD TO GO out of town last week. 
WHEN ? 
WHEN DID your boss HAVE TO GO out of town? 
UNIT ELEVEN: WORD STUDY Il - The verbs COST, CHARGE, PAY and PAY 
FOR 
1. These verbs are used in English in the following ways: 
COST (costar) My last trip COST (me) 300 dollars. 
Mi dltimo viaje (me) costé 300 dolares. 
CHARGE (cobrar) How much does that hotel CHARGE for a room? 
¢Cuanto cobra ese botel por un cuarto? 
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PAY (pagar) We PAID our rent yesterday. 
Pagamos la renta ayer. 
PAY FOR (pagar) Mr. Davis IS still PAYING FOR his car. 
El Sr. Davis todavia estd pagando su coche. 


UNIT TWELVE: VERBS with TWO COMPLEMENTS that have an alternate word 
order pattern 
Some common verbs in English can be used with a DIRECT OBJECT and an 
INDIRECT OBJECT. (In this book we refer to these as VERBS with TWO 
COMPLEMENTS. ) 


A. After the verbs SELL, WRITE (a letter), LEND, BUY ... FOR, GIVE, 
SEND, etc., the DIRECT OBJECT may precede the INDIRECT OBJ ECT 


or vice versa. When the DIRECT OBJECT is used first after the verb, 
the INDIRECT OBJECT has to be used with a preposition, usually TO 


or FOR. 
Example: DIRECT INDIRECT 
a) DID youGIVE the book TO Dorothy? 
Yes, I GAVE it TO her. 
b) Mr. Wilson BOUGHT a toy FOR his son last week, didn’t he? 
Yes, he BOUGHT one FOR him. 


B. When the INDIRECT OBJECT is used immediately after the verb, we do 
not use a preposition. 


Example: INDIRECT DIRECT 
a) DID you GIVE Dorothy the book? 
Yes, I GAVE her the book. 
b) Mr. Wilson BOUGHT his son a toy last week, didn’t he? 
Yes, he BOUGHT him one 


NOTE: Two definite complement pronouns are not generally used together 
when the DIRECT OBJECT follows the INDIRECT OBJECT (Ex- 


ample a). However, an indefinite complement pronoun can be used 
in this case (Example b). 


UNIT THIRTEEN: VERBS with TWO COMPLEMENTS that have only one pos- 
sible word order pattern 
A. After the verbs EXPLAIN, REPEAT, TRANSLATE, CHANGE, CASH, €tc., 
the DIRECT OBJECT is always used before the INDIRECT OBJECT. A 
preposition is always used between the two objects. 


DIRECT INDIRECT 
Example: The teacher always EXPLAINS the lesson TO the students. 


B. After the verbs ASK, COST and CHARGE, the INDIRECT OBJECT is al- 
ways expressed before the DIRECT OBJECT. No preposition is used in 
this word order pattern. 


INDIRECT DIRECT 
Example: DO you often ASK the teacher questions? 


No, I DON’T often ASK him questions. 
UNIT FOURTEEN: Review of VERBS with TWO COMPLEMENTS 
Remember the following points: there are three groups of common verbs in 
English that are sometimes used with two objects. The word order pattem of 
the objects is different for each group. 


1. GROUP I: bring (to) make (for) 
buy (for) sell (to) 
give (to) send (to) 
leave (for) write (to)

The word order of the two objects that follow these verbs may have two forms: 
DIRECT OBJECT + PREPOSITION + INDIRECT OBJ ECT 


OR 
INDIRECT OBJECT # DIRECT OBJECT 
2. GROUP II: buy (from) explain (to) 
cash (for) introduce (to) 
change (for) repeat (for)

The word order of the two objects that follow these verbs is always the fol- 


lowing: 
DIRECT OBJECT + PREPOSITION + INDIRECT OBJECT 
3. GROUP Il: ASK, COST, CHARGE 


The word order of the objects that follow these verbs is the following: 
INDIRECT OBJECT # DIRECT OBJECT 


UNIT FIFTEEN: Expressions with PLEASE, LET’S and SHALL 
A. PLEASE 
1. Polite requests are expressed in English with PLEASE or PLEASE 

DONT?’ and the simple form of another verb. 

Examples: PLEASE open the window. 
Certainly. 
PLEASE DON’T open the window. 
All right. 


2. Polite requests are also expressed with WILL YOU or WILL YOU 
PLEASE and the simple form of the verb. 
Example: WILL YOU (PLEASE) open the window? 
I'll be glad to. 
3. In all the examples in 1 and 2 above, it is also correct to use the word 
PLEASE at the end of the sentence or question. 


Examples: Open the window, PLEASE. 
Don’t open the window, PL EASE, 


Will you open the window, PLEASE? 
NOTE: The preposition TO is never used after PLEASE or PLEASE 
DON’T. Notice the kinds of answers to expressions with PL EASE 
B. LET’S 

1. LET’S + the simple form of another verb is used to suggest an activity 
which the speaker and another person (or other persons) decide to do. 
Example: BILL: ‘‘LET’S go to the football game.”’ 

SUSAN, FRED and BOB: ‘Yes, LET’S do.”’ 
2: LET’S NOT * the simple form of another verb is the negative form. 
Example: LET’S NOT stay at the party very long tonight. 
No, LET’S NOT, 
NOTE: The preposition TO is never used after LET’S and LET’S NOT. 
Notice the kinds of answers to these expressions. | 
C. SHALL I and SHALL WE 

1. A question with SHALL I and the simple form of another verb means 
‘“‘Do you want me to—————_____?’’ 

Example: SHALL I close the door? 
Yes, please. (NOT: Yes, you shall.) 

2. SHALL WE and the simple form of another verb is used by one person 
to suggest that he and another person (or other persons) do something. 
(This is very similar to LET’S .) 

Example: SHALL WE begin the lesson? 
Yes, let’s begin. (NOT: Yes, we shall begin) 
NOTE: The preposition TO is never used after these expressions. 
Notice the kinds of answers to these questions.

B. Some expressions with STAY

UNIT NINETEEN: STILL and NOT .... ANY MORE 

1. STILL (todavia) is used in questions and in affirmative sentences. It 
always goes immeditaely before the principal verb, except the verb BE 
when it goes after it. 

Example: a) Does Harry STILL work for Mr. Marshall? 
Yes, he STILL works for him. 
b) Is your sister STILL in the United Stares? 
Yes, she’s STILL there. 

2. NOT ..... ANY MORE (ya no) is used in negative sentences or in neg- 
ative questions. The words ANY MORE normally go at the end of the 
sentence, 

Example: a) The Smiths doN’T live on Park Avenue ANY MORE. 
b) AreN’T your two brothers studying here ANY MORE? 
No, they areN’T studying here ANY MORE, 


UNIT TWENTY: EVER 


1. The word EVER is used in English with a present tense to express ‘‘at 
any time?’ It is used in simple questions. 

Example; a) Do you EVER go to the movies on Sunday? 
b) Is your boss EVER late for work? 

2. Affirmative answers to questions with EVER usually employ a frequen- 
cy word - OFTEN, ALWAYS, USUALLY, SOMETIMES, etc. This mean- 
ing of EVER cannot be used in an affirmative sentence. 

Example: a) Do you EVER 8° to the movies on Sunday? 
Yes, I SOMETIMES go to the movies on Sunday. 
b) Is your boss EVER late for work? 
Yes, he’s OFTEN late for work. 

3. Negative answers to questions with EVER in the present tense are ex- 
pressed with NEVER or NOT EVER (which have exactly the same mean- 
ine). 

Example: a) Do you EVER go to the movies on Sunday? 
No, I NEVER (or doN’T EVER) go co the movies on 
Sunday. 
b) Is your boss EVER late for work? 
No, he’s NEVER (or isN’T EVER) late for work. 
UNIT TWENTY-ONE: Negative sentences with UNTIL (basta) 

1. Certain verbs, such as begin, get up, get off work, leave, go to bed, 
etc., do not indicate a continuation of an action or condition. When the 
word UNTIL is used after these verbs in English, the sentence has to 
be in the negative. 

Example: I DON’T LEAVE the office UNTIL § o’clock every day. 
(In other words, I leave the office at § o’clock everyday) 

2. Certain other verbs, such as work, study, live, listen to, sleep, be, 
stay, etc., indicate a continuation of an action or condition. When the 
word UNTIL is used after them, the sentence is affirmative. UNTIL in 
this case indicates the termination of the action. (See Unit Seven, p. 27.) 
Example: I WORK UNTIL § o’clock every day. 

UNIT TWENTY-TWO: ANOTHER, OTHER, OTHERS, THE OTHER, THE OTHERS 
A. The words ANOTHER, OTHER and OTHERS refer to indefinite nouns. 

1. ANOTHER (ofro, otra) is used as an adjective to modify a singular, 

indefinite count noun. , 


Example: Mr. Ryan has A STORE neat my house. 
He has ANOTHER STORE downtown. 


ANOTHER is also used alone as a pronoun. 
Example: Mr. Ryan has A STORE near my house. 
He has ANOTHER downtown. 

2. OTHER (otros, otras) is used as an adjective to modify a plural, indefi- 
nite count noun. 

Example: My father has SOME RELATIVES in Kansas. 
He has OTHER RELATIVES in California. 

3. OTHERS (ofros, otras) is used as a pronoun to refer to a plural, indefi- 
nite count noun. 

Example: SOME LANGUAGES are hard to learn; OTHERS are easy. 
B. THE OTHER and THE OTHERS are uséd to refer to definite nouns. 

1. THE OTHER (el otro, Ja otra) is sometimes used as an adjective to modi- 
fy a singular, definite count noun. In this case, it refers to one of two 
things (or persons). 

Example: Whose two books are those on the desk? 
The green book is mine, and THE OTHER BOOK is the 
teacher’s. 
THE OTHER (los otros, las otras) is also used as an adjective to mo- 
dify plural, definite nouns. 
Example: There are seven cars in front of the school. 
Three of chem are old, and THE OTHER CARS are new. 
(THE OTHER can also be used alone as a pronoun to refer to a singular 
definite count noun.) 

2. THE OTHERS (los ofros, las otras) is always used alone as a pronoun 

to refer to plural, definite nouns. 
Example; The Gibsons have five daughters. 
Two of them are married, and the OTHERS are still single.

UNIT TWENTY-FOUR: WORD STUDY IV - GEOGRAPHY 


1. In English, we write and spell (deletrear) and pronounce some of the 
names of countries, states, cities and languages differently from Spa- 


nish, 

Examples: Antwerp -  Amberes (city) 
Belgium - Bélgica (country) 
Danish - danés (language) 
Germany - Alemania (country) 
Swedish - sueca (language) 
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Switzerland - Suiza (country) 
Warsaw - Varsovia (city) 


UNIT TWENTY-FIVE: SAY and TELL (decir) 
The general rule for the use of SAY and TELL in English is the following: 
‘‘We SAY something TO someone.”’ 
‘(We TELL someone something.’’ 
A. In questions and answers, the verb SAY is followed by a DIRECT OBJ ECT 
+ TO + an INDIRECT OBJECT. 
Examples: DID you SAY good-bye TO the Nelsons yesterday? 
Yes, I SAID good-bye TO them at the airport. 
B. In questions and answers, the verb TELL is followed by an INDIRECT 
OBJECT + a DIRECT OBJECT. 
Examples: DID you TELL the Nelsons good-bye yesterday? 
Yes, I TOLD them good-bye at the airport. 


UNIT TWENTY-SIX: SAY and TELL followed by a clause (A clause is a group 
of words that has a subject and a verb.) 
A. Sequence of Tenses 

1. When the verbs SAY and TELL are used in the present tense, followed 
by a clause, the verb in the clause has to be a present or a future form. 
Examples: John SAYS he IS 19 years old. 

He SAYS he’S GOING TO BE 20 next June. 

2. When the verbs SAY and TELL are used in the past tense and are fol- 
lowed by a clause, the verb in the clause has to be a past tense form. 
Example: Doris TOLD me she WANTED to buy a new coat next week. 

B. Special uses of SAY and TELL 

1. The verb SAY is always used in the following expressions: 

SAY a dialog, SAY prayers, SAY Mass, SAY the alphabet, SAY the 
multiplication table. 
Example: We SAY A DIALOG in class every other day. 

2. The verb TELL is always used in the following expressions: TELL 
the truth, TELL a lie, TELL stories, TELL jokes. 
Example; My uncle TOLD me a good JOKE last night. 


UNIT TWENTY-EIGHT: The auxiliary verb CAN 
A. The auxiliary verb CAN (poder) and the simple form of another verb is 
used to express ABILITY (babilidad, capacidad, talentn). CAN expresses 
a present or a future idea. The negative form is CAN’T. 
Example: a) CAN you SPEAK French? 
No, | CAN’T SPEAK French. 
b) Joe says he CAN GO swimming with us next Sunday. 
B. CAN is also often used with the subject pronoun I or WE in questions to 
ask for permission to do something. 
Example: CAN I LEAVE class early today? 
Certainly (or ‘Yes, of course’’ or “‘Surely’’). 
C. CAN I 1s also used to express a polite offer to do something for someone: 
‘*Do you want me to—______?”” 
(See SHALL I, Unit 15) 
Example: CAN I FIX you a drink? 
Yes, thank you. (NOT: Yes, you can.) 


NOTE: The vrevosition TO is never used after CAN or CAN'T.
